One of the real trying times in any show comes when the fat 
bullocks are led into the judging ring. Fort Worth was no excep- 
tion to the rule. Casually passing around through the barns might 
lead one to believe that there were no Aberdeen-Angus on the 
grounds, but when the call came for the Aberdeen-Angus fat bul- 
locks to appear in the arena the calves began to back out here and 
there from their hiding places among the Whitefaces, and wend 
their way through the crowds down to the arena until the ring pre- 
sented a fairly black spot when all were in line. There was but one 
bullock in the senior class and he was shown by the Texas A. & M. 
College. His name was Irenmere S. 7th, who 
no doubt will prove to be related to the grand 
champion steer of the show. He was a massive, 
thick fleshed fellow, very growthy, but not quite 
so refined as those in the younger class. 

Lois Poston, an eighteen year old high 
school girl from Valley Mills, showed her calf 
Midnight for first place in the September to 
December 31, 1927, class. He was a very nice 
thick calf, well balanced, and evenly covered 
and nicely fitted, his two competitors lacked 
finish to make a close battle. 

In the next class nearly twenty-five calves 
led out. This was a free for all. The Club 
Members vied with older heads and with the 
Colleges. Oklahoma A. & M. College, presented a handsome calf 
in the young well fitted bullock, Rival, for first honors, the Texas 
A. & M. College proved the runners up with a calf named Aggie’s 
Pride, while third place went to Callan Poston, of Greenway, a 
cousin to Miss Lois. There were but three moneys listed, however 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association through its 
secretary W. H. Tomhave and the board members present decided 
to extend the prizes to ten places so as to lend new encouragement 
to the boys and girls of Texas.

In the groups of three steers, the Texas A. & M. College won 
first place with a very nice herd, at Knox County Club was next 
and Bosquet County Club was third. Here the Association again 
extended the prizes to six places thus materially aiding the show. 
A complete list of the placings will be appended. 

There was that something about the calf Rival when he was 
led out to compete for the breed championship that appealed not 
alone to Judge Armstrong, but he also found favor with the ring- 
side. He was filled with quality and looked: like a likely candidate 
for the finals. Meanwhile the Shorthorns and the Herefords were 
battling away trying to find something within 
their ranks that would do for the final show. 
Each was more than successful for each breed 
found a ringer. 

About the noon hour Tuesday the two pack- 
er judges, Tom Cross and T. H. Ingwersen, both 
of Chicago appeared in the arena and soon the 
blue ribbon entrants began to assemble along 
the rail. First in line was a most excellent 
Hereford youngster presented by Largent & 
Sons, of Markel, Texas. He was nicely balanced; 
and well covered and seemed to be an outstand- 
ing candidate. Next him stood a little red fel- 
low, about the best Shorthorn seen out this year, 
shown by Sni-a-bar Farms, near Kansas City. 
Judge Cross fell for this youngster and could not seem to get away 
from him, but Judge Ingwersen failed to agree. There was the 
black steer Rival standing next, he came in for a heap of handling. 
The sought for holes failed to materialize. The calf was moved in 
between the other two and the performance was all done over. Still 
the judges looked at each other and shook their heads. Finally 
they called the superintendent and informed him that they had 
failed to agree so a third party was invited into the game. This

Harrison & Ryan Herd Makes Favorable Imperssion 


Save for the single heifer entered by the Texas A. & M. Col- 
lege Judge A. A. Armstrong, of Camargo, Illinois, pioneer breeder 
and member of the board of directors for the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association drew in the breeding classes a pecu- 
liar hand, in solitaire, composed only of black kings and queens 
from the Harrison & Ryan herd in far away Iowa. Anticipated 
competition failed to materialize, and too bad it was, for the breed 
should by all means have been represented by at least three or four 
full show herds. Right in the beginning and before the subject 
slips our mind the Journal wishes to make an appeal to the breed- 
ers of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to see to it that Fort Worth is thrill- 
ed in 1929 by a spectacle that she will not soon forget—an Aber- 
deen-Angus exhibit that will fill the arena. 

The old Cow Town of the Southwest beacons a welcome to the 
Bonnie Blacks, her exposition visitors will enthusiastically receive 
a big display. The cow- 
men of Texas sense the 
refinement and quality 


belonging to the firm of Harrison & Ryan and the one lone heif 
from the Texas A. & M. College lazily pushed through the pe: 
crowded aisle leading from the far corner of the cow barns Fines 
past the horse stables to the north entrance of the arena. It 
was not a passing admiration that caused the crowd to turn and 
follow the Blacks to the arena. Did they admire the broad straight 
backs? The line of conversation indicated that onlookers missed 
but few of the high points that tend to make the breed what it jg 
The width, the depth, the thickness, lowsetness, smoothness, bal.

men of tender years to- 
day will live to see the 
time when the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed will 
be able to over-supply the demand for quality bulls from that sec- 
tion of the country. 

The cattle business of Texas which vies closely with the oil in- 
dustry for first place is no longer in a transitory stage of develop- 
ment, it has passed almost over night as it seems from a country 
handling mature steers in numbers repre- 
sented by strings of figures almost beyond 
the comprehension of the average corn belt 
feeder to a land of cows and calves. One 
of the most extensive breeders of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in the state made this _state- 
ment and it is significant. “When Mr. Im- 
boden said to me four years ago that in less 
than five years I would be selling calves 
by the carload my imagination could not 
conceive of such a possibility, but here I am 
doing that very thing.” That was not all, 
these very men with quality cattle in their 
breeding herds, which run into thousands of 
head each in numbers, are today contract- 
ing the 1928 unborn calf crop at 10c to 12c 
per pound for fall delivery. Notice too that 
this order calls for quality. Realizing that the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed holds mysteriously wrapped within its Black shroud that 
something which inspires the packer buyers to pay just a little 
more per pound, quality for quality, as compared with any con- 
temporary the Southwest is developing a “sure enough hankerin’ 
for good Black bulls.”

classes, this part of the 
work was quickly fin- 
ished. In the aged cow 
class Black Lass of 
Glencarnock 6th and Blackcap of Glenrock 3d, both belonging to 
Harrison & Ryan, crossed bats. Their averages the past season 
have been nearly on a par, first one made a hit and then the other. 
There is not so much difference. Faults are few. The position 
when the judge is finished merely represents the stress the judge 
may place on the few defects. The cow 
yvinning is built just a bit more pleasing 
atop and aft—that’s all, but it was suffic- 
ient to satisfy Mr. Armstrong who was 
quite right. 

Barbara Harrison 2d met and defeated 
Irenmere’s Pride 10th by Irenmere 4th 
292582, by Oakville Quiet Lad, she being by 
the same sire as the 1928 Denver grand 
champion bullock and carcass, Irenmere 
Lad 3d. She made a good contender but 
she lacked the bloom and the finish when 
drawn alongside the first prize heifer. 

The arena at Fort Worth is packed with 
cow men and those along the rail are ser- 
iously of a like persuasion. The Aberdeen- 
Angus herd found a place at one side of the 
arena where it lined up and immediately began to receive atten- 
tion. From this position the group was shifted to another at the far 
end of the big pavilion. Those who had congregated followed and 
others joined, indicating clearly an intense interest in the minority 
pure bred beef cattle breed in Texas. So extensive is the cattle in- 
dustry of the Lone Star State that hundreds of thousands of Aber- 
deen-Angus may be added without the breed changing its position 
as a minority factor.

Hold ’er Cowboy! 


A Visit to the Heart of the Cattle Country 


Gaily attired in her best Fort Worth did herself proud in ex- 
tending a welcome greeting to the punchers, cowmen and their vis- 
iting friends who came to help celebrate her annual Southwestern 
Exposition and Fat Stock Show. The gates swung open Saturday, 
March 10th, to receive a record breaking crowd. Sunday proved 
even greater. The hotels were packed, and the overflow was sent 
out to nearby towns, for reservations had exceeded hotel capacity 
many days before the show was to open. 

It was our maiden voyage to this the gateway to West Texas, 
a fast growing city with an ever changing skyline, for within the 
last few years several eighteen story structures 
have reared their heads as if to puncture the very 
heavens which have these many centuries served as 
a canopy over this vast domain where red men and 
buffalo gave way to punchers and a procession of 
cattle evolving from the Spanish Longhorn to 
modern beef cattle—and agriculture. 

It is said that during the last eight years some 
fifty ranches consisting of tracts varying in size 
from 5,000 to 500,000 acres each have been turned 
into farms within the Fort Worth trade territory. 
A marvelous, almost miraculous change. Perhaps 
it was necessary and is all for the best—but oh, 
what a pity that the plow should cast wrinkles up- 
on the breast of these glorious plains of the South- 
west, the place God built for cattledom, the habitat 
of the cowman and the Pacing White Mustang. 

Cool was the air and crisp, Friday evening 
when we backed poor decrepit old “Liz” out of the 
front drive way and pointed her nose southward, 
and mother wondered if it might not prove mis- 
guided judgment to cast off the heavy winter coat 
for the light top so early in the season. It was 
still cool at Des Moines where the old girl was 
pushed into an upper berth in one of those two

girls are able to keep aboard the frantic animals. The boys not 
quite satisfied with the wily pranks of the untamed hoss take a 
crack at the long horned steers. Its a mighty hard task to stick 
when old Brindle casts his underline up to the rays of the noon day 
sun, swings an ugly horn as wide and free as the sickle at harvest 
time, or sticks a foot betwixt the sursingle and his hide just be- 
neath the riders leg. Most of the boys have little trouble “getting 
up in the air” on these special occasions. 

In order to allow the audience to get back on the seats these 
wild and wooly stunts were interspersed with a few society horse 
acts. Three and five gaited, beautifully trained 
saddlers fought and fought hard for first honors 
and the big stakes. 

Passing from the Rodeo out through the barns 
one came to the yards where the steers and the 
bulls were quartered in carload lots. The steer 
show was good and there were a lot of mighty fine 
specimens there. To be sure they were mostly 
Whitefaces, but that was to be expected, and the 
quality was indeed superior. Quite in contrast 
were the steers in the lots just beyond the section 
that had been enclosed with additional barbed wire 
extensions above, the regular pen fences. Beyond 
these wire entanglements we found the greatest 
sight that had ever been ours to look upon. Native 
steers and bulls. They had come to market. They 
represented anything in the world aside for beef 
cattle. One lot contained a car or two of bulls, 
Jersey and Jersey crosses, looked like they might 
be beyond the stage of usefulness, overcome by old 
age. Perhaps some of them weighed as much as 
five or six hundred pounds each. One sure thing 
it should not be a difficult task to process them 
so they would keep forever. Other pens were fill- 
ed with other kinds of cattle of quite similar tex-

next morning and the hours spent there were ma-

ures, and shared in his cornbeef. Uncle John is to us one of the 
most interesting characters of the age. Almost a shutin, but happy 
in a life so well lived that it bears reliving each day. 

Evening came and we were on our way to the Southland. Were 
we not so abashed reference might be made to the fact that our 
entertainment commenced as the train left the station for she 
careened like a rollicking bronc as she rounded the bluffs and came 
out on the highlands beyond the river brakes. 

A new day broke as the train crossed the Red River near Deni- 
son, Texas, and with it a complete change of scenery, rolling prair- 
ies, farms, wheat fields green and looking healthy indeed, oaks 
were budding while many a tree was still holding her leaves from 
last year, orchard trees were pink, and grass green, plowing most- 
ly finished and some planting done—spring was here. This was 
God’s country. We were standing on the threshold of the great 
Southwest, the most fantastic cattle domain on this continent. Sure 
enough Fort Worth is Cow Town. Everywhere folks impressed 
one with their profession. The six gallon top pieces, the high heel- 
ed boots and that peculiar warp of the cowman’s legs gave unde- 
niable evidence that the country had grown up in the saddle. Cord- 
iality on every hand. The gentlemen of the plains had assembled 
to celebrate the annual cattle show and rodeo performance. In 
fact the latter item seemed uppermost in the minds of most folks 
for this is the one event that never grows old. The Rodeo per- 
formance which occurred twice daily played to packed houses al- 
ways. While the stunts bear a similarity wherever put on there 
is that individual difference controlled largely by the lots drawn 
that made each perforance unlike any other. Each contestant takes 
his chance at drawing the dare devil hoss and when he is so lucky 
as to get the unconquered beast then it is that a “different” show- 
ing is made. : 

The cow girls are not to be cast aside for they too enjoy the 
pranks of the erratic bronc and it is indeed amazing how well these

that there is unlimited room in the Southwest for 
the development of the beef cattle business. 

Now for the bull pens. There they were in 
carlots, assorted as to age, size and quality, mostly 
Whitefaces and mostly of good quality, a few loads 
of Shorthorns were also of extra good quality. Just one wee black 
spot in this section. Harrison & Ryan, of Iowa and California, had 
sent down a carlot of coming yearling bull calves for the trade. 
They attracted a great deal of attention and they were if we are 
not misinformed about the first load of young bulls to find a new 
home. Another load was sold from these samples, later to be 
shipped direct from home to the buyers. Few loads of bulls sold 
less than $175.00 per head, from that they ranged up to $350.00 per 
head for extra quality and more age. These Black calves found a 
new home with Masterson Brothers at $200.00 a round. Masterson 
Brothers have in mind the development of the largest commercial 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle on this continent. Already they 
have an excellent beginning, having bred the Blacks for some 
twelve or fifteen years and all this time using the best pure bred 
bulls available. 

Their cattle are of such quality that they are expecting to con- 
tract their 1928 calf crop at 10 to 12 cents per pound for fall de- 
livery. Other breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in that section 
expect to do the same thing. And there is but little doubt that 
this will .be done, for already some contracts have been signed 
on that basis. With such an outlook what could one say about the 
cow business except that things are looking up and that cowmen 
are happy in their present situation. Another matter that one 
could scarcely pass was the fact that old timers who went out when 
prices reached the top are now and have been for several months 
restocking their pastures which have been at rest these last few 
years. Any time these men who grew up in the cattle business 
don’t know what is ahead, we have another guess coming. 

When the showing had been finished the call for home and 
snowbirds gained the best of us and we hit the trail for the North, 
hoping all the time that it might have been necessary to stay a 
month, and hoping too that some sort of a legitimate excuse might 
be brought forward that would permit another visit soon to Cow 
Town. The cattle business is good, it’s going to remain good.

THE SOUTHWEST'S ATTITUDE TOWARD 
THE ABERDEEN-ANGUS BREED. 

Much to our surprise the Southwest is rather charitable in its 
attitude toward the Aberdeen-Angus cattle, as a breed adapted to 
the natural conditions and resources of that section of the country. 
At Fort Worth visitors from the range country were many and 
their interest was intense. They studied the show cattle on dis- 
play and showed a marked desire to be able to supply to the corn 
belt states the kind of feeders the corn belt would like to have. 
Since the business has shifted from an aged steer trade to that of 
a calf business the cattlemen of the Southwest realize that the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed fits well into the scheme for early and quick 
maturing baby beef. With an ambition to capture some of the top 
money paid for feeders of the right sort these men are beginning 
to cast an eye Aberdeen-Angusward. A premium of a cent or two 
a pound appeals to them, and it should. 

With cows as scarce as they are the country over and the en-

tire calf crop having been sold on the feeder market for the 
three years cowmen who think and study conditions are hesiaate . 
to wonder how it is going to be possible to replace the old — 
worn out breeding cows with feeder calf prices so tempting An ps 
cause breeders to let everything go for the big money. In h i 
where the calves have been sold for the last three years the bread 
ing cows are beginning to assume some age and their replaceme t 
must be considered. The youngest cows in these herds must aa 
be past six years of age, after the 1928 calf crop goes to market 
these cows will be approaching seven and they will be approachin 
eleven when their 1929 heifers come into production. How old will 
the cows of ten and more years today be by that time? What 
proportion of the heifers will be required for replacement after 
this year? Especially would we like to know where those who are 
contemplating the installation of big breeding herds are going to 
find the she stuff for such an enterprise? 

When will prices come down? That is the all absorbing ques- 
tion. There is no chance for a come down for many years to come 
—that’s our opinion, whatever it may be worth. Some folks wil] 
say that beef will become so high compared with pork and mutton 
that the consumption will slump. That may be true, and yet, did 
anyone ever see the time when an article of food or raiment was 
so high that the entire output would not be consumed? Cattle are 
scarce and in all probability there will be still greater scarcity 
before there is an over supply. 

This situation holds true in the West and the Northwest as 
well as in the Southwest—the whole country over. There are those 
who lifted their eyebrows and passed on when this shortage was 
predicted a few years ago, they still think it a hoax. Notwithstand- 
ing the attitude of these folks there is a shortage in numbers, and 
with the ever decreasing age of marketing the total tonnage is 
likewise decreasing. It’s going to be a long time before the bulk 
of the poorer grades of cattle grown in the big open spaces will be 
graded up to that point where they will affect the quality beef 
trade. These cattle operate within a sphere of their own, they meet 
a certain requirement, and no doubt well, but even they are not 
going to multiply sufficiently fast to take care of their own trade 
circles. So the Journal’s guess would be that the cattle business 
viewed from a beef production standpoint is riding on the crest of 
a wave of prosperity that has not even begun to spend its energy.

First Aids in Spring Cleaning. 

The country woman has a far greater bat- 
tle to overcome King Dirt than has her city 
sister. There is so much more of it out of 
doors, it is but reasonable there is more in 
the house. The city woman may do her 
heavy yearling cleaning in the fall but us- 
ually any changes that are made in the 
country are made in the Spring. I much 
prefer to follow the order of Old Mother 
Nature who clothes herself anew in spring. 
I like my house to be repapered in spring 
and every woman is more enthusiastic about 
her spring wardrobe than any other. 

Spring sunshine finds and emphasizes 
the warm and soiled places. If baby chicks 
and new machinery have already stretched 
the family budget until there is little left 
for the house we farm women do not give 
up in despair. There is so much we can do, 
with little, to make more beautiful our sur- 
roundings in the spring. Careful, efficient 
planning is necessary, however. There are 
so many first aid hints that will brighten 
and help the old look like new. 

If there is furniture to be refinished ox 
painted this can be done before hand. New 
curtains may be made. Old ones taken 
down and laundered. When the house clean: 
ing is finished the housewife will look with 
pride and satisfaction at the results of her 
own handiwork. If the expenditure has been 
small in the renovating so much greater is 
the satisfaction. 

There is a preparation on the market to- 
day which cleans soiled wallpaper satisfact- 
orily. The expense of cleaning a good sized 
room is small and any one who is careful 
may use it. If this is not used a clean cloth 
over the broom will do wonders for a soiled 
ceiling and walls. Care should be taken to 
brush lengthwise and the cloth should be 
frequently changed. 

For washing white or light enameled 
wood-work the following is excellent—cut 
up and dissolve in two quarts of soft water 
one bar of any good white soap. In another 
old pan dissolve two ounces of powdered 
glue (about 10 cents worth) by adding two 
quarts of soft water. Stir until glue is dis- 
solved. Then add dissolved soap and stir 
until the mixtures are blended. When this 
is cold it will be a soap jelly. Use a small 
amount of this in a pan of warm water and 
wash woodwork with a soft cloth. Smoke 
and grime comes off easily without scrub- 
bing. The enamel is left glossy and bright 
and white enamel never becomes yellow if 
this is used. Painted woodwork may also 
be cleaned in this way. 

If the usual sweeping and beating does

not make your rugs and carpets look as you 
would like to have them, the following will 
help restore the colors and take away the 
dingy look: Into one and one-half gallons 
of soft water cut one bar of any good white 
soap, add five cents worth each of saltpeter 
and borax and boil until thoroughly dis- 
solved, remove from fire and add one cup- 
ful ammonia. Take a small brush and scrub 
the surface of the rug with this solution. 
Removing the lather as you go along with 
a dry brush or cloth and rub dry with a 
dry cloth. This makes rugs and carpets 
look like new. 

Table tops and dresser-tops that have 
been spotted with water may be restored by 
washing with a.solution of water in which 
a small amount of baking soda has been 
dissolved. 

Worn shades may be turned or painted. 
Very effective shades for kitchen and bath 
room may be made of unbleached muslin, 
scalloped at the bottom and fastened to old 
rollers by using adhesive tape. 

Before the campaign of housecleaning be- 
gins see that there is cooked food on hand 
to last a few days. Much discomfort may be 
avoided and the work go forward more rap- 
idly if a ham is baked or a meat loaf made 
in advance. And at this time the cooky jar 
should be well filled.

1 teaspoon salt 

\% teaspoon pepper 

1 tablespoon minced

Seald and drain the codfish, add to mash- 
ed potatoes, seasoning and butter. Make in 
balls. Roll these in the beaten egg and 
bread-crumbs and fry in hot fat. 


Spagetti and Kidney Beans. 
1 cupful spagetti 2 cupfuls stewed tomatoes 
2 cupsful dried kidney 3 tablespoons flour

Registering Over-Aged Cattle. 

We wish to again call the attention of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders to the temporary 
suspension of Rule Two of the Association, 
permitting the registration of cattle over 
two years old. Upon the request of a num- 
ber of breeders the Board of Directors at 
the last annual meeting suspended this rule 
for a period of three months from January

Take from 
the fire; season with salt, pepper, and a 
little lemon juice. Pour over the tenderloin 
and serve.

Creole Meat Loaf. 
1% pounds chopped beef 1 pimento 
1 small onion, minced 1% teaspoon salt 
1 large green pepper, Pepper 
minced Paprika 
2 small sour pickles 6 small slices bacon 
‘ Strained tomato juice 
Mix the chopped beef with the minced 
onion and green pepper, and the pickles cut 
in small pieces. Season with the salt, pep- 
per and paprika. Butter a loaf tin and 
place halt the mixture in it, pressing it 
down well. Then cut the pimento in long 
thin strips and arrange over the meat. Place 
the rest of the meat in the pan and bake in 
a hot (450 degrees F.) oven for about 
twenty minutes; reduce the heat and con- 
tinue cooking for about forty-five minutes 
longer. Ten minutes before removing from 
the oven, place the strips of bacon over the 
top and let bake until crisp. Serve the meat 
loaf with the bacon as a garnish and make 
a gravy of the fat in the pan using the 
strained tomato juice for the liquid.

Karly Lambs 


Special Attention Must de Given Rams 


In order to insure early lambs, special at- 
tention must be given the ram during breed- 
ing season. Pasture should be supplement- 
ed with grain. The same ration that was 
used in flushing the ewes is satisfactory for 
this purpose. if many ewes are to be bred 
by the same ram, it is not advisable to let 
him run with the flock. It is much better 
to turn him with the ewes for an hour or 
so in the morning and evening. By paint- 
ing his brisket with a different color paint, 
such as iinseed oil and ochre, each week, 
one can tell which ewes have been bred and 
which have not. By keeping up the vigor 
of the ram, one can be assured of a uniform 
lot of lambs. Many men make the mistake 
of buying young rams, especially ram 
lambs, because they are cheaper, but a ma- 
ture ram will sire larger and stronger lambs 
than will a young ram, and in addition a 
larger number of ewes may be bred to him. 

One of the biggest problems is to keep 
the lambs coming right through the season 
without going backwards. If they come 
early in the spring, as early as your equip- 
ment and sheds will permit your taking care 
of them should you have inclement weather, 
they have a chance to become of good size 
before fly time and before the pastures be: 
come short, which usually occurs during the 
latter part of July and through August. 
Should the pastures and the ewes’ milk fail 
to supply sufficient nourishment to the lamb 
to keep it growing, feed them grain in ad- 
dition. The mixture of two parts corn, two 
parts oats, and one part of linseed cake, 
pea size, is very satisfactory as a supple- 
ment to lambs on pasture. Early lambs are 


usually more vigorous and less subject to 
the attacks of stomach worms and other 
internal parasites. The late lamb is under- 


sized at the time of the year when the dan- 
ger of stomach worm infestation is the 
greatest. During the late summer months 
when the pastures are short, they are com- 
pelled to graze over much greater territory 
and crop more closely the grass. As a re- 
sult they take into their stomach a larger 
number of the worms than when the pasture 
is heavy. The stomach worm of sheep 
causes a greater annual loss to the sheep 
man than all of the other losses they have 
sustained combined. Practically every sheep 
is infested to a greater or less degree with 
the worms unless treated repeatedly. 

Sheep should be treated four times a 
year. In the spring just before they are 
turned to pasture which is usually the latter 
part of April or the first of May. Sixty 
days later the second treatment should fol- 
low, or along the latter part of June or the 
first of July. The last of August the third 
treatment should be given, and this by far, 
is the most important treatment of the sea- 
son, for while, your lambs are not likely to 
be showing symptoms of worms to any 
great degree, in another week or two they 
will probably be showing up very plainly, so 
be sure to treat the lambs if they are not 
sold whether they are weaned or not. The 
fourth treatment should come during the 
latter part of October or the first of No- 
vember. This treatment should not be 
omitted. Often times it is, but usually with 
bad results. In the fall the rains come on, 
the pastures improve and the ewes, especial- 
ly if the lambs are weaned, pick up in 
flesh. Often they become very fat. The 
average sheep man looks over his flock and 
concludes to himself that his sheep have no 
stomach worms, otherwise, they would not 
be in such good condition. However, the 
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worms are present and it is only because of 
the feed that the symptoms do not show 
up readily in the sheep. When they get on 
dry feed, the constant drain of vitality of 
the sheep, due to the stomach worm suck- 
ing its nourishment from the blood togeth- 
er with the soreness set up at the point of 
attachment on the stomach wall and the 
toxic substance thrown off by the worm in- 
to the blood stream of the sheep, draws 
them down in flesh very rapidly. Along in 
the latter part of the winter, usually during 
February or March, the sheep shows a very 
much weakened condition and is liable to 
die, unless prompt treatment is given. Most 
men believe that it is something other than 
stomach worms for they know that sheep 
do not become infested with them while 
they are on dry feed, but they forget the 
possibility of their picking them off the 
pastures in the late fall, so do not omit the 
fourth treatment. 

By following out a definite program of 
treatments as has been outlined, after a 
few years’ time, provided all sheep that 
have been brought on the farm in the 
meantime have been treated, you should not 
have to treat your flock, except occasional- 
ly, to keep them in good shape. In fact, 
after two or three years of consistent treat- 
ments, the keeping of a salt mixture con- 
taining some vermifuge before your sheep, 
should act sufficiently as a preventative as 
to require no further treatments in your 
flock. It is immaterial whether you use 
Copper Sulphate or Nicotine Sulphate to de- 
stroy the worms. Either of them are ef- 
fective. While the Copper Sulphate has the 
edge on the nicotine so far as the number 
of worms it will destroy at each treatment, 
the nicotine is much safer and should be 
used in most cases by the beginner.

it will be seen that any effort on the part 
of individual breeders and the _ parent 
association itself to develop Aberdeen-An- 
gus interests will reflect directly in favor 
of a bigger and better industry. The more 
quality furnished in the bulls supplied this 
range trade the more desirable will be the 
feeders delivered from that section to the 
finishing grounds. For this very reason it 
behooves those interested in a proper de- 
velopment of this field to take it upon them- 
selves to see that Texas and the Southwest 
has an opportunity to purchase only such 
bulls as will assure high quality returns. 
The best is none too good for these boys 
and the Journal hopes the time has come 
when inferior specimens will find their way 
to the shambles rather than to fields of 
propagation. 

Texas will take untold quantities of high 
class bulls and the corn belt will in turn 
take the quality feeders that result. Here 
is a field of unlimited possibilities for the 
breed if a closely interwoven cooperation 
can be brought about between the pure bred 
breeder, the commercial grower and the 
commercial finisher. This is a cycle that 
must not be interrupted if each of the three 
principals is to enjoy a proportionate share 
in a possible prosperity.

Why does a farmer tolerate the produc- 
tion of only 30 to 40 per cent No. 1 eggs 
from a farm flock when it is within his or 
her power to increase the percentage of No. 
1 eggs to at least 90 per cent of the flock 
production? This question is often asked 
by market men that are vitally concerned in 
supplying an ever increasing demand for 
good fresh eggs. 

One need only study egg making on the 
farm and egg marketing in the consuming 
centers in order to be convinced that one of 
our biggest problems is not the factor of 
whether or not we have reached the satura- 
tion point in poultry production; but how 
are we going to overcome the extremely 
large production of mediocre products, both 
in eggs and poultry. 

The Market Demands. 

Good eggs and poultry are not hard to 
sell and this class of goods stimulates con- 
sumption. Poor eggs and poultry meets a 
resistency that must be discounted in actual 
dollars and cents. This 
discount is a tremen- 
dous tax upon the 
producer and the 
dealer. 

When eggs. are 
bought “mine run 
this discount may not 
be apparent to the 
producer by a distinct 
price variation, yet it 
exists at all times. 
When eggs are 
bought on the graded 
basis the discount be- 


comes apparent to 
the producer and 
makes him realize 


what part he is play- 
ing in the entire fab- : vi 
ric of egg marketing. 

The first question 
that comes into the 
mind of the _ intelli- 
gent producer is, 
“How can I produce more No. 1 eggs?” 
The careless producer, on the other hand, 
will immediately exclaim that the discrimin- 
ation from the standpoint of quality is un- 
fair and he will look for assistance toward 
some untried method of mirketing that is 
doomed to failure before it ever gets a good 
start. Let it be remembered by all dealers 
and producers of poultry and eggs that the 
increase in competition of these products 
has increased the interest in quality and no 
buyers are going to pay the producers, be 
they organized or the independent dealer, 
a premium for an inferior pr duct. Sound 
business is not built that way. Organiza- 
tion, or no organization, the deciding factor 
is what’s inside the shell, uniformity, size, 
etc. Its the product that decides after all.

scattered far and 
wide throughout 
the area of this 
country abounding 
in the raw mater- 
ials, essential in 
making both poul- 
try and eggs. 

He is not a spec- 
ialist in the pro- 
duction of eggs 
and poultry be- 
cause it is one unit 
incorporated in a number of enterprises on 
the farm from which he is obtaining his 
livelihood. 

The intelligent farmer, however, is fully 
aware of the fact that the poultry unit can 
return a profit if given attention. That is 
why he asks the question, “How can I pro- 
duce more No. 1 eggs, which will in turn 
result in greater revenue from my flock?” 
Not being a poultry specialist the intelli- 

gent farmer is willing 

to take suggestions: 
oe | “He is intelligent be- 
i cause of the fact that 
he not only takes the 
suggestions but more 
important than that, 
he uses them.” 

Factors influencing 
size of egg: 

(1) Breeds and 
Breeding 

(2) Feeding 

(3) Management 

(4) Disease and 
Parasite Control. 

Let us discuss these 
factors briefly: 

(1) Breeds and 
Breeding. 

There are a number 
of breeds that lay 
smaller eggs _ than 
others. Sometimes 
; this condition mani- 
fests itself within strains of a distinct 
breed, never-the-less some breeds lay small- 
er eggs than others. A breed that lays a 
high percentage of small eggs, all other 
factors considered, should be eliminated 
from the farm and supplanted with a breed 
that will lay a good size egg. 

Breeding must be considered at all times 
when we consider size of egg. If we select 
continuously, breeding stock that is inclined 
to produce small eggs the result will be the 
production of a greater portion of smal 
eggs. This factor is vitally important to 
the farmer. Breeding from stock that pro- 
duces a uniform egg of good size, averaging 
around 26 ounces to the dozen, means 4 
greater proportion of No. 1 eggs. 

(2) Feeding. 

Without a doubt this is the most import- 
ant factor that influences size of egg. Emp- 
ty mash hoppers in a poultry house is con-

ducive to small eggs and poor production. 

A number of years ago the writer had 
several pens of hens on different rations. 
We found that the pens fed a balanced ra- 
tion and supplied with milk, laid eggs aver- 
aging almost two ounces to the dozen more 
than those without milk. Recently we com- 
pleted some experiments that bring out the 
influence of other ingredients in the ration 
upon the size of eggs. 

One pen was fed corn, water and milk 
with a little green food, from the time they 
were hatched, July 13th, until they started 
to lay. They are still being fed this ration. 
The eggs from this pen averaged one and 
three-quarters ounces. The yolk contained 
a great deal of coloring, making it appear 
darker than the other eggs from the other 
pens. This meant that the eggs averaged 
only 21 ounces to the dozen, or from weight 
alone, had to be classified as number two. 
This proves that milk alone cannot produce 
eggs of good size. They must be fed a ba!l- 
anced ration. The albumen of these eggs 
was thin, less viscous than the other pens 
and the quantity of albumen was less. 

Another pen was fed a commercial mash 
containing cod liver oil and dry milk. These 
eggs averaged two ounces a piece or twen- 
ty-four ounces to the dozen. The albumen 
was heavier than in the corn fed pen and 
was present in larger quantity. 

Another pen was fed a commercial mash 
containing dried buttermilk and minevals. 
This pen produced the most eggs in a given 
time and the eggs averaged two and one- 
quarter ounces or twenty-seven ounces to 
the dozen. The eggs contained the lightest 
colored yolk and the heaviest albumen and 
the largest quantity of albumen. The shell 
was of good texture. 

Now then when we compare the size of 
eggs from che pen fed corn, water and mil’: 
with the pen fed a commercial mash, which 
included in its ingredients both dried kuiter- 
milk and minerals, we find a great differ- 
ence in size of egg, namely six ounces to 
the dozen. This is equivalent to 11% lbs 
of egg meat to the case or four cases con- 
taining thirty dozen produced from a flock 
properly fed was equal to five cases pro- 
duced from a flock improperly fed or four 
carloads produced from a flock properly fed 
was equal to five car loads, in weight, from 
a flock improperly fed. 

Assuming that the intrinsic value of a 
car of eggs is $3,000 or an average of 25c 
a dozen. In the minds of the careless pro- 
ducer and dealer, the four carloads would 
bring $12,000.00; while the five car loads 
would bring $15,000. The only thing wrong 


with this method of figuring is the fact that 
it won’t. work and the sooner the careless 
producer and dealer makes up his mind to 
the fact that quality will not take a back 
seat for quantity, the quicker we are going 
to place egg production and marketing on 
the sound basis to which such a large in- 
dustry is entitled, because confidence will 
be established upon the true intrinsic value 
of the commodity. 

The intelligent farmers know these facts 
and are going ahead striving to produce the 
four car loads with the assurance that the 
markets will pay them more for four cars, 
by far, than the careless farmer will receive 
for his not wanted, underweight, poor qual- 
ity, five cars. One can readily see how close 
production is involved in marketing. Both 
require careful thought and study and eith- 
er one is a job in itself. 

(3) Management. 

This factor is important when we consider 
the large volume of undergrade eggs com- 
ing into marketing channels and classified 
as dirties or mud balls. 

Let it be remembered that the hen lays a 
clean fresh egg. Dirt and filth are acquir- 
ed on the shell many times through poor 
management. 

Let us take a survey of any producing

area in the Mississippi Valley. What will 
we find as the poultry nesting equipment 
on the farm operated by the careless farm- 
er. Probably he will have two or three hun- 
dred hens. When you look for the nests you 
may find five or six nests in the house, 
such as they are; a couple of orange boxes, 
a nail keg or two, soap boxes, and in one 
poultry house the writer saw two old straw 
hats tacked in the corner of the house and 
used for nests. In the spring one may find 
four or five hens on the same nest and three 
or four on the waiting list. 

One cannot blame even the good natured 
hen from becoming disgusted with these 
conditions; then she finds her own nest, un- 
der the porch, in the machine shed, ete. 
About twice a week the careless producer 
will send the children out to gather up the 
eggs. Then he has a hard time getting 
three dozen clean eggs to place in the top 
layer of the case when he comes to town.

or intestinal parasites, such as, round worm 
and tape worm cannot produce in the most 
efficient manner and many times cull and 
No. 2 eggs are the result of this condition, 
however, more often the hen ceases to lay. 
The progressive farmer must realize that 
observation should dictate the policy that 
he follows. Management should incorporate 
system of prevention rather than cure. 


Summary. 


The increasing tendency towards quality 
»roduction will place the credit where credit 
is deserved. A community can only make 
progress in egg marketing from the stand- 
point of increasing revenue when the ma- 
jority of the farmers in the community 
realize the significance of such a venture 
and are willing to give it a fair trial. More 
eggs of No. 1 quality and less mediocre 
stock will enable the producer and the deal- 
er to confront the consumer with a real 
message to eat more egg's because they are 
a product containing high food values and 
are very beneficial.
